The complete census returns for the 


state of Pennsylvania were made pub- 
lic Monday afternoon, showing that 
the population of the state is 6,302,115, 
an increase of 1,044,101, or 19 8 per 
cent, over the population in 1890, when 
the total was 5,258,014. Ten years 
previous, in 1880, the population was 
returned at 4,282,891, the percentage 
of increase during the decade from 
1880 to 1890 being 22.7 per cent.

bureau on Monday gives the popula- 
tion of the state by counties, but not 
by boroughs

For Friday eve- 
ning, the last of the course, the Ariel 
Ladies' Sextette (the famous. Smith 
sisters) has been engaged. Their un- 
surpassed concert and entertainment is 
held for Friday nig-ht so 'that every 
feacher in the county will be well re- 
paid for staying at institute one after- 
noon and evening longer than has been

A feature of the day-work will be a 


series of talks on Nature Study under 
the title "Life-relations in Plant and 
Animal Life " This subject has re- 
cently been attracting deserved atten- 
tion in educational circles. It will be 
presented by Dr Sherman L. Davis, 
who has fitted himself 'or his work 
both by individual investigation and 
by special courses in the best Amer- 
ican and European universities. 


It will doubtless be a welcome priv- 


ilege to see and bear our able state 
superintendent of public instruction, 
Dr. N. C. Schaeffer. 
He will be with 


us on Wednesday and will talk to di- 
rectors in the forenoon and to teach- 
ers in the afternoon.

He commanded the 
Second Army corps in Lee's army, wit- 
nessed the surrender at Appomattox, 
served two terms as governor of Geor- 
gia, and was three times elected to the 
United States senate. He will lecture 
on Thursday evening, December 20. 
Whether you hear him or not will de- 
pend largely on your promptness in 
engaging a seat. His subject is "The 
Last Days of the Confederacy."

an especially strong lecturer for the 
first number on the course. However, 
it is no disparagement to our other en- 
tertainers to say that the lecturer for 
Monday evening,Col. L F.Copeland, has 
lectured "more than three thousand 
times to delighted audiences and never 
yet proved adisappointment."

WASHINGTON, November 20.— Ho*v 


Democrats in congress feel toward the 
proposition to reduce southern repre- 
sentation in congress and in the elec- 
toral college, which is being urged by 
quite a number of Republicans, may 
be judged from these remarks of Sena- 
tor Money: "If an attempt is made to 
reduce the congressional representa- 
tion from the south I, for one, will be 
willing to talk from the 3rd day of 
December to noon on the 4th day of 
March. And it won't be wind, either 
It will be a speech worth listening to. 
I have been preparing for this fight for 
some time. If the Eepublicans at- 
tempt that reduction they might as 
well prepare for an extra session of 
congress. 
They will not pass their 


shipping bill, nor, indeed, anything 
else in the way of legislation.'' Every 
Democratic senator and representative, 
who has been in Washington, holds 
practically the same sentiments that 
Senator Money expressed. 
Leading 


Eepublicans, who see danger in the 
matter, are trying to stop the talk 
among the small fry about forcing 
this sort of legislation through con- 
gress by reminding them of the Re- 
publican defeat which followed the 
attempts to jam the notorious Force 
bill through congress. 


It seems that the public is not to 


be allowed to get on the inside of 
whatever crookedness there has been 
in handling Cuban money, in addition 
to the known stealings of the Neely 
gang, if the senate committee on re- 
lations with 
Cuba, or rather the 


Republican members of that com- 
mittee, can prevent it, even when 
there is no campaign going on to be 
iffiected. It was known, and stated 
in this paper, when the senate ordered 
this investigation to be made, that 
the committee would make no pre- 
tense even of acting until after the 
election, but it was not believed that

«11. Yet, that is what many are now 
saying and the talk seems to be justi- 
fied.

Republican financial policy, and the 
fact that he has been asked by Mr 
McKinley to remain at the head of the 
treasury department during the next 
administration is good evidence that 
he does, a movement for the absolute 
retirement not only of the greenbacks,

"Of the small surprises of the elec- 
ion none was more mystifying in 
Washington than the result in Utmh 
The Mormon state went Republican, 
and the professional politicians who 


eep pretty close track of conditions 
n the states cannot even now unde'r- 
itand what brought about this Repub- 
ican victory. With the exception of 
a very few, politicians at headquarters 
n Chicago did not understand what 
ppa« at work to cause the great change. 
Three weeks before the election in- 
'ormation was given out that Dtah 
would certainly give its electoral vote 
to McKinley aud choose a Republican 
egislature. 
The information came 


from men of the state. They were 
agreed that the Mormons would vote 
for McKinley. 


"Since arriving in Washington I 


iearn from very good sources the 
reason for the confidence of the Re- 
publican managers. A deal is report- 
ed to have been made whereby the 
present administration will not urge 
any constitutional amendment or any 
Federal law against polygamy. 


;Wheu the Mormon leaders were 


given this assurance they promised to 
use their influence for the Republican 
ticket. 
That this was done with 


telling effect is plainly shown in the 
result. The only cities the Democrats 
carried are the ones where the Gentile 
population 
exceeds 
the 
Mormons. 


Wherever there was a preponderance 
of Mormons the Republican ticket re- 
ceived large pluralities.

Utah even now 
has many wealthy men in proportion 
to the population. For instance, th 
little town of Prove, 40 miles from 
Silt Lake, with a population of onli 
5 000, has eighteen millionaires.1'

SURE SIGN OF DEATH. 


One Simple Test That, It IB Alleged, Never 


FHlla. 


Tha question of an absolutely sure 


sign of death has troubled mankind 
from ancient times. It has been most 
variously answered, but never to en- 
tire satisfaction. The difficulties we 
meet with are: First, that not all or- 
gans of the body die in one moment, 
and second, that tliu action of some of 
the vital organs may be so diminished 
that by ordinary means it appeals al- 
most impossible to ducide whether the 
life in them is in fact extinct or uot. 


The actual causes of physiological 


death are three: First, cessation of 
brain function; second, cessation of 
respiration or failure of the lungs; 
third, failure of tlie heart. 


The first, involving immediate death 


of the central or animal nervous sys- 
tem only, is not at once followed by 
the inactivity of the peripheral nervous 
system and its special so called vegeta- 
tive centers, as long ago was demon- 
strated by Browu-Sequard, Schiff and 
others. So tbe lung& may continue to 
contract and expand, the heart may 
continue to beat, even If with greatly 
diminished power. We know further 
that the life of the skin is not extinct 
Hair and nails continue to grow, the 
stomach continues to digest, the liver 
to secrete bile, etc. Respecting the sec- 
ond cause of death, \ve well know that 
respiration may cease for quite awhile 
if the brain is not affected and the cir- 
culation not interrupted. 
And of the 


third cause, by heart tailure, the same 
may be said. So \ve see that we may 
speak of trne, absolute physiological 
death only after tbe cessation of func- 
tion of the three organs together or at 
least of two of them, the lungs and the 
heart, without the life action of which 
the brain certainly caunot operate. 


Now, as regards lespiration. \vehave 


very simple moans to demonstrate its 
cessation. So remains, iu fact, as the 
only one to show its true death the 
heart. This to prove indeed with abso- 
lute certainty is quite a dilrifult prob- 
lem. 
Upon the absence therefore of 


any and ail traces of circulation in the 
body have been concent!ated most ex- 
periments. And as regards tho same 
we have to take Into consideration that 
by disease the beait beats might be di- 
minished to but so few faint pulsations 
per minute, might become so impercep- 
tible, that without the aid of special in- 
struments and long continued observa- 
tions nothing of their existence may be 
detected. 


In the following I shall give the'sim- 


ple means by which any person easily 
enough may convince himself of the ab- 
sence or presence even of the slightest 
traces of circulation: 


If we ligate tight a member of the 


body—best, for example, a finger be- 
tween the first and second joint—in the 
living we will soon notice, beginning al- 
most at once, a reddish coloration of the 
portion above the ligature. It becomes 
darker arid darker red and anally as- 
sumes a dark bluish red color. 
The 


entire upper portion wil] be thus af- 
fected, and only directly around the lig- 
a,ture there will be a small, colorless, 
white ring. Now, as sure as this dis- 
coloration will be observed in the living 
being, as sure will all traces of it be 
absent in the dend. The bluish discolor-^ 
ation occasionally observed of and 
around the finger nails in some corpses 
is of no influence upon, nor does it in- 
terfere in the slightest with, the phe- 
nomenon and its correct interpretation. 


The phenomenon of course is easily 


enough explaiued in the living by the 
stagnation of the blood in the veins 
and the capillaries when a new supply 
through the arteries and the backflow 
through the veins is cut off by the liga- 
ture. The white ring around the latter 
is produced by the partial arterial, par- 
tial venous anaemia. 


In place of a finger, if, as it at times 


may happen, the skin seems too thicl; 
and horny to show the phenomenon 
plainly, though this will but seldom oc- 
cur, one may use the toes, the earlaps, 
even the tip ot the nose, if desired. The 
member must he only thin enough in 
order to make the ligature as tight and 
perfect as possible. 


I have used this means in about 1.030 


to 1,040 cases previous to post mortem 
examinations. 


In one case only 1 observed the men- 


tioned discoloration, though it was 
Impossible to notice any heart action 
by any means. I at once resorted to 
venesection, and, sure enough, the 
blood flowed, and after a short time 
faint heart beats up to seven per 
minute could be distinguished. Every- 
thing was done to start respiration. 
Yet it was too late, aud the heart beats 
within half an hour gradually dimin- 
ished.

for dead foi over two hours,—Dr, Theo- 
dore Deeclie la Uticft Flew.

HAS A VARIED CLIMATE. 


Cnrlnnn Meteorological 
Condition,, 


of tlie Island of SuKhnlieii. 


Saghalien. off the eastern coast o 


Siberia, presents a very curious anom 
aly of climate. The island is batliet 
by two cold ocean currents, and in 
winter nothing protects it against th< 
icy northwei-t winds coming from Si 
bena. At the seo level the snow falls 
continually and stays on the groum 
till the end of May. and the seashore is 
very cold. 
Farther inland, however 


especially as we go higher up. the 
climate is modified—just the opposite 
to what is observed elsewhere. It has 
often been observed in Siberia and in 
central Europe that in winter the colt 
is greater in the plains and the valleys 
and that the highlands have a sensibly 
milder temperatuie; it is as if the 
denser cold air accumulated in the low- 
lands. 


The cold air accumulates iu the low 


regions, of the island, and on the coast 
the higher regions have a more elevat- 
ed tempei ature. Ko it hapnous that the 
lower parts have an arctic vegetation 
while the intermediate altitudes have 
the vegetation of a temperate zone 
sometimes subtropical. The birch, the 
pine, the rir, abound in the low regions 
and form often impenetrable forests, 
but toward tlie center of tlie island ap- 
pear bamboos, hydrangeas, azalias anc 
other plants that one is greatly sur- 
prised to meet, and whose presence 
can be explained only by the altogether 
abnormal climatic conditions of the 
island.—Newcastle (Bug.) Chronicle.

NEW YORK, Xovamb^r 30 —The elec- 


tion is over, the country is safe aud it 
has proved something 
more than a 


nine days' wonder and Wall street has 
been running wild ever since. Just 
think of it: grave old brokers dancing 
the Hula-hula and Cjuchee-couehee, 
while some of the younger members 
ga.-3 us a lively sketch of the possibili- 
ties of rag-time by endeavoring to 
kick the ceiling off the exchange. 
At 


first we could hardly make out wheth- 
er we had dons the bast thing by keep- 
ing McKinley in Washington for the 
next four years, or if it would have 
b^en wiser to have sent him back to 
bis quiet home in Canton, 0., where 
lie could pass the remainder of his 
days in peace. 


You never saw anything like it. The 


returns were hardly in when the stock 
exchange resembled a lunatic asylum 
A country visitor to New York, stand- 
ing in the gallery, began to look pale; 
she thought that she was inside of a 
mad-house; I could not blame her, when 
she saw old men rushing about, slap- 
ping each other on the back and some- 
times smashing a hat that was new 
on the first of October. 


The question which now troubles 


New York almost as much as it trou- 
bled London lies between Pekin and 
Pretoria. The Halted States has a 
small army in China and"a large one 
in the Philippines. 
Nearly thirty 


thousand of these have to be returned 
to the United States, their time of en- 
listment having expired, leaving a tre- 
mendous gap in the army of occupa- 
tion. 
In China General Chaffee seems 


to be preparing for winter quarters. 
The news becomes conflicting every 
day; one day we learn that the war 
department has ordered the troops now 
in China to be transferred to the Phil- 
ippines, and on their arrival there will 
be a revival of military activity greater 
than any our new possessions have 
seen since we paid twenty million dol- 
lars for the islands. 


The question of title will no longer 


hamper the movements of the Federal 
army. 
Bushwhackers, 
which 
now 


curse the country with robb.r bands, 
are a terror alike to friend or foe. The 
sojall towns and villages are in con- 
stant terror 
of these 
marauding 


banes; one of their favorite tricks has 
been to surrender with half-a-dcz^n 
old rusty guas and then lure their cap- 
tors a couple of miles from their cimp 
to complete the articles of surrender. 
When at a safe distance, so as to make 
escape easy, the Americans were sud- 
denly fired upon by concealed foes in 
the woods and the treacherous guide 
was back again in the camp of his 
friends. 


It is yet two months tul the term of 


enlistment of volunteers expires and 
one of the troubles of the war depart- 
ment is in finding ships to convey them 
to their homes. 


It is now becoming a si ttled convic- 


tion that the proper guardianship of 
our immense domain will require a 
regular army of one hundred and six 
thousand men. It is only a short time 
since the nation was startled by the 
figures on our trial balance sheet, that 
congress had figured our national ex- 
penditure at a thousand millions of 
dollars, but our people found consola- 
tion in the fact that we were living in 
a thousand million republic. It is im- 
possible now for this natioa to stand 
still. We must keep time with the 
trend of the hour. 
One of the most 


gratifying results of the present con- 
test for supremacy is the quiet manner 
in which the elections took place in 
the different parts of the repnblic. 
Porto Kieo exercised for the first time 
the elective franchise; in Cuba there 
was little or no disturbance and there 
is no doubt that in a short time we 
can leave her in safety to take care of 
herself. 
The Stars and Stripes float 


over the Sandwich islands and her citi- 
zens, in tae elective franchise, enjoy- 
ed the highest privilege guaranteed 
the American citizen. 


The result of the election was a dis- 


appointment in many ways. To the 
thousands of expectant office-seekers 
it was paralyzing; they had cast their 
bread upon the waters and it had not 
returned after a voyage of quite a 
number of days. This is not the exact 
text, I know, but it is the sentiment to 
a hair. 


Mr. Sequel Collander was from Dux- 


berry's Crossing on the old Peedee. 
His father was a shoemaker and his 
grandfather had been town constable 
when the colonies declared their inde- 
pendence and continued in office dur- 
ing the revolution, but these patriotic 
relations were not enough to satisfy 
Stquel Collander's lofty ambition.

pecial fitness for the office and he at 
ones began tD appoiat his aids to assist 
him in detecting fraudulent voters at 
the presidential election. 
Chief Devery 


considered this an intrusion on his 
bailiwick and ordered 
his men to 


promptly arrest any of McCullagh's 
aids who interfered with the electors. 
Then 
Superintendent 
McCullagh 


promptly arrested Cuief Devery and 
pulled him up before the United States 
comm ssion and the New York chief 
discovered ti,at great as Nsw York 


was and is, it is not quite as large as 
the rest of the. United States. 


All sorts ol dreadful riots were'fore- 


told; gangs of toughs were to seize the 
ballot boxes and murder every one who 
interfered with them.

An Ordinance 


To provide for inspecting and licensing 
Telegraph, Telephone and Electric Light 
poles and wires, now erected or hereafter 
to be erected and maintained within the 
Borough of Mann's Choice, and providing 
penalties for the neglect or refusal to pay 
said license. 
Be it ordained and enacted by the Chief 
Burgess and Town Council of the Borough 
of Mann's Choice, Bedford County, Penn- 
sylvania, and it is herebv ordained and 
enacted by the authority of tbe same: 


Section 1. That it shall be the duty of 


the Chief of Police or such other officer as 
the Chief Burgess and Town Council may 
designate, on the Brst day of January, 
April. July and October, of each year, to 
inspect all telegraph, telephone and electric 
light poles and wires within the li > its of 
said Borough of Mann's Choice, and report 
the unsafe or dangerous poles and wires to 
the Borough Council at its next regular 
meeting after such inspection 
Section 2 That every Telegraph, Tele- 


phone or Electric Light Company which 
has erected or may hereafter erect and 
maintain telegraph, telephone or electric 
light poles and wires within the limits of 
said Borough of Mann's Choice is hereby • 
required to pay annually, tbe first year to 
begin when this ordinance shall take effect, 
to the Borough Treasurer, on the first day 
of June of each and every year, a license 
fee of one dollar upon each pole so erected 
and maintained and an annual license fee 
of fifty cents upon each and every mile of 
wire so erected and maintained. 
Section 3 That if any ot the Companies 


aforesaid shall neglect or r fuse to pay tbe 
bcense fees as hereinbefore provided, when 
the same isor are due and payable, which 
time shall be the first day of June of each 
and every year, such Company .shall be 
liable • o a penalty of one dollar upon each 
and every pole erected and maintained 
within the said Borough, not licensed as 
aforesaid, and the said penalties together 
with the license fee or fees shall be collect- 
ed as the law provides.
